6. Anew series of information meetings was held on Okinawa at Ishi- 
kawa, Gushikawa, Kunigami, Nago, Ginoza, Itoman, Naha, Shuri and Yonabaru. 
Speakers were selected from the department of Education, Foreign Relations, 
Welfare and Finance, of the Okinawan Civilian Administration, 


7. Two clections were held in July to fill vacancies when Mayors of 
two muras resigned because of poor health. On 10 July at Urasoe Mura the 
election was not contestcd when candidates failed to register in time to 
be included on the ballot, despite proper notice being given. On17 July 
at Gushikawa there were two candidates for the office. Final tabulation 
at the second election showed active participation of about 8 percent 
of eligible voters, 


8, Representatives of the Youth's Associations, Women's Association, 
Chiefs of Police, mayors and school principals mct at Koza, Okinawa on 5 
July to discuss the restrictions on native construction set forth in 'Gili- 
tary Government Directive No. 17, datcd 17 June 1949. Speakers at the 
meeting stated the general native consensus that the principle feasons 
for prohibiting native construction within one mile of Military installa- 
tions were prevention of discase and curbing of thefts. Jlotions were 
made and carricd to initiate cleanup campaigns in the villages, Military 
Government representatives attended the mecting and explained the neces- 
sity for the temporary restrictions included in ItSilitary Government Di- 
rective No. 17 (See GOVERNMENT = "Military Government Ordinance No. l, 
Change 1 = page 4). A housing committce was formed including both !i- 
litary Government and native personnel, for the establishment of a more 
satisfactory permanent solution to the housing problem. 


9. In the Southern Ryukyus the assembly, convening 17 June through 
22 June, passed as drafted, 2 bills, the "Decision of iiiyako Provisional 
- Government Supplementary Revised Budget for the Fiscal Year 1950" and 
"Decision of the Collective Form Special Account Supplementary Revised 
Budget for Fiscal Year 1950",

10. There was much damage done to the Central Prison installations 
during the typhoon of 23 July. Some buildings were completcly destroyed. 
Others scverely damaged and are under repairs. 


Damage to the Branch Prisons was slight and repairs have been 
completed. 


11. During July the Central and Branch Prisons produccd 4,937 pounds 
of food which is 18% of the food consumed during the month. Food produc- 
tion showed an increase of 672 pounds over June, 


12. Manufacture of industrixl products by the prison brought a sales 
value of ¥ 19,137, Prisoner’laborers employed by private agencics carned 
¥ 55,634.25. The fish catch, shoc repair shop and misccllancous consign- 
ment work netted ¥ 2,259. Total revenue was ¥ 77,030.25. 


13. The 55 accidents reported in Okinawa Gunto resulted in 17 deaths. 


In the Northern Ryukyus 12 accidents caused 3 deaths. There wore no acci-

Food Processing 


1. Increase of miso and starch on Okinawa was an emergency measure 
to avoid spoilage of raw matcrial aftor the typhoon of 23 July. Decrease 
of shoyu and flour milling on Okinawa is due to shortage of raw matcrial 
used in the production of these items. Increase of salt in the Southern 
Ryukyus reflects favorable weather necessary for production of this itcom.

In the Northern Ryukvus 3° 
cases of swine cholora causod 2 deaths, 41 cases of swine crysipclas re- 
sulted in 12 deaths and 13 cases of lumbar paralysis in goats caused 2 
deaths, . 


There was no meat condemned in the Northern Ryukyus in June. In 
the Southern Ryukyus 480 pounds of pork were condemned.

17. In July 23,821 Okinawans received non-institutional relief aid. 
All relicf given was in the form of food and other supplics. Food ra- 


tions for relicf recipicnts was 1,800 calorics a day, the same as for 
the rest of the population.

19. Thirty-eight inmates of the Ishikawa Old People's Home were moved 
into temporary quarters at China Bosey area pending completion of the per- 
manent buildings. Twenty-four inmates of the Koza Old People's Home were 
moved to China Bosey when the sleeping quarters at the Koza Home were des- 
troyed during the typhoon, 


20. The school lunch program completed 6 months of supplementary feed- 
ing to children in the first and second grades of 13 schools selected by 
the Information and #ducation Department and the Public Health and Welfare 
Department on the basis of need for additional food. A total of 56 meals 
each were served to 4,540 children. LARA provided 53,755 pounds of soy 
beans, powdered milk, lard, and meat. The welfare Section supplied 5,550 
pounds of rice, fresh vegetables and firewood were contributed by the 
Mura Women's Associations and the School Support Associations, 


2i. On 22 July 47 widows completed the first course at the Widow's 
Sewing School sponsored by the Public Health and Welfare, Military Govern- 
ment, and LARA. The sewing machines, clothes to repair and remodel and new 
material were provided by LARA, An advanced course in sewing is available 
to the graduates. . 

22e During July 183 goats and 143,415 pounds of food, soap and cloth- 
ing were received from LARA by their representative on Okinawa. 


23. Parties were given at iJelfare institutions by the American Women's 
Clubs and the Service Clubse Cookies, ice cream, candy, magazines and 
clothing were presented to the children and old pconvle,.

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INFORMATION 


l. Printing of the seventh issue of the Ryukyus Gazette began on 
15 July at the Futema Printing Plant, but was interrupted by a break- 
down of equipment after only 10,0CO copies were completed, Repairs were 
halted by typhoon "Gloria" on 23 July. Although the typhoon caused ex- 
tensive damage to the printing plant and paper’ supplies, full scale op+ 
eration was resumed on 30 Julie On 31 July 25,000 copics were printed, 
making a total of 35,000 copies, The 10,000 copies printed before the 
typhoon were shipped inmacdiately to the Northern and the Southern Ryu- 
kyus (6,000 copies to the Northern and 4,000 copies to the Southern Ryu- 
kyus) to avoid undue delay. Under normal conditions this publication 
does.not arrive in the Northern and Southern Ryukyus until at least 2 

ceks after printing. 


2e The breakdown of printing facilities also delayed the printing 
of the Okinawa Mainichi, native weekly newspaper now being printcd at the 
Futema Printing Plant on contract. The newspaper was mimeographed during 
the period of breakdown. 


3. The Ryukyuan Radio Braodcasting Station conductcd regularly 
scheduled test broadcasts from 19 July through 27 July for the purpose 
of checking reception in the Southern Ryukyuse Reports of reception on 
Miyako and Ishikaki were above expectations, indicating adequate signal 
strength during both daytime and nighttime periods. 


4. On Okinawa there are 3 weekly newspapers with a circulation of 
approximately 15,000 cach. One weekl: children's edition has a circula- 
tion of 5,000. Five magazines are published with a combined circulation 
of approximately 4,000. 


5. In the Northern Ryukyus 4 newspapers and 7 nagagzines are published. 


Yaeyana, Southern Ryukyus reports 8 newspapers and in Miyako, Southern Ryu- 
kyus 4 newspapers arc published.

The se- 
nior and junior high schools and three elementary schools participated, 
Judges from Women's Clubs and parent groups, selected the three best 
classrooms in each school and LARA gifts were presented the students and 
teachers in the selected classes. School Improvement Day has been the 
basis for improvenents in many.schools on Okinawa. Keen interest has been 
shown by city officials, School Support Societies and parents. 


Visits were made to the Nago area to inspect buildings recently 
constructed and to get background information for planning a Teacher's 
Summer Institute to be held in August. 


The result of a survey of damage suffered by the schools during 
the typhoon "Gloria" 23 July will be reported next month.

In the Northern Ryukyus repairs were made on 18 schools damaged 
by typhoon "Della" on 20 June.

8. Supplics reccived on Okinawa in July were : 99 typewriters, 118 
boxes (708 reams) of newsprint, 831 boxes (79,776 reams) of mimeograph 
paper, 9 cases of maps, 1,600 pounds of nails,-6 squad tents, 60 rolls of 
roofing paper and miscellancous radio equipment. 


In July 200,221 textbooks, 4 Mimeograph machines, 5,077 note- 


books, 5,007 pencils, 1 radio, 507 copies of Life Magazines and 8 truck 
loads of lumber were distributed to Okinawa schools.

9. There were 149 showings of Information and Education fiims in 
Okinawa in July. The Mobile Units attracted 123,420 persons, 44,810 
spectators attended the showings at fixed locations. There was an ave= 
rage attendance of 1,170 persons at each showing. 


In. the Northern Ryukyus educational films were shown at Yamato 
Mura to a total of 2,000 spectators,

10. ‘Staff meetings were held by librarians to catalog informational 
material, plan future lectures and discussion meetings and discuss pe- 
nalty charges for overdue bookse 


Story hours for children were held at Shuri. Local improvements 
were discussed at meetings held in various communitics. Many group mect- 
ings wore cancelled due to typhoon damage to buildings. | 


Hight magazines were added to the regular monthly periodicals 
which were distributed to Information Center Libraries, Okinawan Civi- 
lian Administration, Education Department and Okinawenorganizations. 
Four=-thousand Japanese Language Reades!s Digests were distributed 
throughout the Ryukyus. 


11. The women of Okinawa have organized "The Fedcration of Okinawa 
Women's Association", The executive council will be known as the "ilo-= 
men's Association" and is a part of the Okinawan Civilian Administration. 
The association is Ryukyuan wide. The Okinawa Association is divided into 
Northern, Central and Southern District Associations, with district offi- 
cers of cach association and 700 mura associations with mura officers. 
livery Okinawan woman is considered a member of the mura associations. 

The Northern Ryukyus association "Vomen's Relief Association" has head- 
quarters at Naze.s In the Southern Ryukyus the headquarters are at Miyako. 


Librarics 


12. A total of 249 cartons of new books were received from the United 
States and are waiting distribution to permanent Information Center Libra~ 
ries. One=hundred of the books were badly damaged by water when part of 
the roof of the tntenpetson and Education Department was blown off during 
the typhoon. 


13. The four libraries on Okinawa reported a daily average of 392 


readers. There were 6,863 books and 3,218 periodicals read in July. In 
Miyako, Southern Ryukyus, the library reported 800 readers. 
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CULTURE 


14. On Okinawa In July, 10 .stors guilds with an average of 20 ac- 
tors each gave daily performances. One troupe from Miyako performed on 
Okinawa. In Naze, Northern Ryukyus 7 musical comedies were presented 
by the Neppuza Theatrical Company. Yaeyama, Southern Ryukyus reported 
13 dance performances by 4 dance grcups. In Miyako, Southern Ryukyus 
shows were given every night by the Onaga Troupes,. 


RELIGION 


15. On Okinawa in July there were 1,400 Christians and 12,000 Budd-~ 
hists. 


16. In the Northern Ryukyus there were 38,730 Buddhists, 5,500 Shin- 
toists, 2,000 Catholics and 2,100 Protestants. 


Aducaticnal classes in Catholic doctrine were held twice weckly 
during July at Naze. A free medical dispensary is operated at Nishina- 
kagashi by Catholic missionaries, 


17. In Yacyama, Southern Ryukyuvs in June 372 Buddhists attended ser= 
vices in the temples, Buddhist serviccs held in the homes totaled 3,500. 
Shinto services attracted 381 persons and 2/8 persons attended Christian 
servicese In Miyako, Southern Ryukyus 1,300 persons attended Christian 
services. 
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
